No release of *Third Man 5 verdict 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Prime Minister Rabin told the 
Cabinet yesterday that there was 
no justification on grounds of 
national interest, or for any 
other substantive reason, to per¬ 
mit the publication of the ver¬ 
dict to the trial of Avri .mad, 
the “Third Man’? to the 1054 
security mishap. All the Min¬ 
isters agreed with him. 

A small number of prominent 
citizens, led by laser Harel, 
former chief of intelligence, had 
demanded publicly that mad be 
unmasked and tried to the wake 


of alleged distortions to his book 
about himself, the 1954 mishap 
In -Egypt, and his subsequent 
trial on other security charges 
for which he finally served 10 
years in prison. 

(The facts presented by the 
Egyptian Jews involved in the 
mishap, which appear in a new 
book here, also made the issue 
topical and lent Hard ammuni¬ 
tion for bis case against EladJ 

Rabin said that it was entirely 
up to the Attorney-General to 
decide whether to prosecute Elad 


because of secrets he may have 
revealed in his new book. It 
was not a matter for the Gov¬ 
ernment to decide. (Elad lives to 
California.) 

Rabin said that the verdict 
to Elad’s trial in the Jerusalem 
District Court, on charges un¬ 
related to the 1054 security 
mishap, was secret on grounds 
of state security as the court 
itself had ruled at the time. The 
Government had the right to re¬ 
quest the court to allow publi¬ 
cation. Rabin conceded, but there 
was no reason to so request.

Students from all over toe coun¬ 
try will hold a sit-in demonstration 
on the Bar-Dan University campus 
tomorrow while the heads at the 
country’s seven institutions of higher 
learning meet to set next year’s tui¬ 
tion fees. 

The Education Ministry announced 
on Friday that each university would 
decide separately what fees to 
charge, after the National Students' 
Association rejected Minister Aha¬ 
ron Yadlin's offer to arbitrate to 
the dispute over fees. But the uni¬ 
versity heads decided to discuss the 
problem at their regular meeting 
tomorrow and ensure that the fees 
will be uniform. 

Rafi Ben-Hur, vice-chairman of 
the students* association, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that re¬ 
presentatives of his organization will 
hold a sit-down meeting outside the 
administration building an campus 
while the college heads meet. “We 
didn't agree to arbitration by Min¬ 
ister Yadlto because, with his min¬ 
istry providing most of the univer¬ 
sity's funds, he is certainly not im¬ 


partial,” he said. 

The students* will agree to a 
maximum tuition of IL3£00 (toe 
fee in toe 1975-6 school year was 
XL2.700). Ben-Hur explained that 
the IL3£00 figure was calculated ac¬ 
cording to guidelines set by the 
Agranat Committee several years 
ago, which recommended that tui¬ 
tion fees be linked with the C-o-L 
index. 

Student protests broke out when 
the Cabinet decided at the end at 
toe last academic year on a massive 
hike of tuition fees to XL4.830. 

The student leader said It was un¬ 
fair to raise college tuition because 
high school fea are hearty as high, 
high school fees are nearly as high, 
tog to parental income and only a 
small percentage of parents pay the 
maximum, while all the country's 
50,000 students pay a uniform tui¬ 
tion fee.” 

Ben-Hur said that the students 
would be willing to pay higher fees 
if toe universities approved his as¬ 
sociation’s proposal to hold an addi¬ 
tional semester during the summer 
months. “Then we could earn a BA 
to two yean, rather than three,” 


he said. But the proposal, which 
"makes use of buildings that remain 
empty and under-utllized for seve¬ 
ral months a year,” has received no 
response from the Education Min¬ 
ister. 

Ya’acov Friedler adds: The uni¬ 
versity heads Intend to decide 
on a uniform fee for all the 
country's universities, as has 
been the practice until now, 
and not to establish Individual fees 
for each institution, nor to deter¬ 
mine the fees in line with the rela¬ 
tive costs of student training in 
each university. Such a move would, 
for instance, make fees at the Ttech- 
nlon and the Medical Schools much 
higher, even prohibitively higher, 
than for students taking liberal arts 
courses which cost much less. 

The heads of the Labour Party’s 
young guard, yesterday appealed to 
Party Secretary Melr Zarml to refer 
the university tuition question to the ' 
party organs for a decision.

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South Africa city blacks win 


right to own their homes 


PRETORIA. — Black urban leaders 
have won their first concess i on from 
the South African government as a 
result of discussions between blacks 
and whites which followed rioting in 
Johannesburg's huge Soweto black 

township. 

Michael Botha, M i nis ter of Bantu 
(African) Administration and De¬ 
velopment, announced here on Sa¬ 
turday that blacks will now be able 
to buy or build t hei 1 * own homes 'In 
the townships — without first hav¬ 
ing to become citizens of the so- 
called “Bantustans." 

The “Ba whmfa»n " — tribal 

homelands scattered about the east¬ 
ern of the Republic, are slated 
for a kind of autonomy by the Vor- 
ster government. But about more 
than half of the country's blacks live 
outside them — often In huge town¬ 
ships on the edge of white cities. 

Tn May, 1979 the government an¬ 
nounced that potential home-owners 
among urban blacks would first 


have to take out citizenship in one 
of the homelands- This was bitterly 
opposed by urban blacks, who saw it 
as an attempt to ensure that black 
South Africans would be unable to 
become property owners tn the Re¬ 
public. 

Tn his latest announcement , Ur. 
Fiftth* said abrogation of the home- 
ownership restriction would go into 
effect in Soweto and in other town¬ 
ships around Johannesburg and Pre¬ 
toria later this week- 

Violence in black townships has 
left some 200 people dead since the 
first outbreak in Soweto two months 


ago. 


The concession emerged from a 
series of meetings between a com¬ 
mittee of 30 black community lead¬ 
ers from the townships and Gov¬ 
ernment officials. 

Meanwhile, Chief Gataha Buthe- 
lezi, leader of Kwazulu tribal home¬ 
land, said that violence would con¬ 
tinue until the country’s blacks are 


recognized as equal citizens. 

In an interview in yesterday's 
'•Johannesburg Sunday Times,” 
Chief Buthelezi also condemned the 
wanton destruction of black schools 
dining the past two .months of riot¬ 
ing. He - called for the establishment 
of local vigilante groups to protect 
black property in the townships. 

In Dar es Salaam, meanwhile, a 
South African black nationalist 
leader' predicted the failure of UJ5. 
efforts to make South Africa 
change its system of apartheid. 

Alfred Nzo, secretary-general- of 
the African national Congress of 
South Africa commented on the 
US. moves in an interview In the 
Tanzanian government newspaper, 
"The Sunday News." Asked if he 
could see any positive results from 
pressure exerted on South Africa 
by people like US. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. Nzo said 
"'Not at alL Absolutely not."

LOS ANGELES. — A w om an 
described as a "fringe member" of 
tbs Charles Manson- clan — no¬ 
torious for the massacre in which 
actress Sharon Tate .was killed' 

— escaped along With another 
woman f rom ttia Terminal Island 
Federal Prison on Saturday 
night. 

The woman, Susan Murphy, 34, 
was serving an up to five yeans 
prison sentence for sending 
letters to business 
executives. She and. the other 
prisoner overpowered a woman 
guard and fled In the guard’s 
car, a prison spokesman said, 
after knocking the guard un¬ 
conscious with a piece of pipe. 

The escape was apparently aid¬ 
ed by a man visiting the prison, 
officials said. 

The FBI described Miss 
Murphy as a "fringe member" 
of the Manson clan and a onetime 
roommate of Lynette "Squeaky" 
Fromme, a Manson gang mem. 
•ber who was convicted of at¬ 
tempting to kill President Gerald 
Ford. 

The other escapee, Dianne Ellis, 
33, was serving time for parole 
violation following an original 
conviction for bank robbery, 
authorities said. 

Susan Murphy was convicted 
of threats against executives 
who, she had claimed In her 
letters, were "menacing' the en¬ 
vironment. Her former room¬ 
mate "Squeaky"' Fromme had 
.also spoken out against those 
she said were polluters, and an¬ 
other friend of Mias Fromme, 
Sandra Good, had issued a so- 
called "death list" of people tor 
alleged crimes against the en¬

ni&cal tyrants of the IBs of Gaddafi 
of Ubya. and Amin of Uganda. 

These .dictators apeak m uc h of 
land reform redistribution of 

wealth, but meat of the money «« 
land remain ‘ with the old owners, 
with a generous dice fi nding its way 
into the pockets of those in power. 
They blast-the practices of the rich 
West arid the, mistreatment they 
suffered from their former colonial 
overlords—but their own people in 
-most oases do not exactly lead a 
liberated ex i st enc e . 

•But the fact cannot be ignored 
that while these Third World nations 
are lavish in' pablic denunciations of 
the West^ they have no hesitatio n in 
seeking Its add more privately.

RIO DE JANEIRO*—Brazil on Fri¬ 
day concluded a deal with a French 
firm for the construction of a 
uranium treatment plant to produce 
fuel for Its future atomic power 
stations. 

The contract, for a plant to go 
into operation bjr 1979, follows a 
con tr o versi al Brazilian deal for West 
German nuclear-reactor technology 
reached last year. 

No figure was given for the cost 
of the plant Itself, but the total 
Investment in the development of a 
uranium mine at Pacos de Caldas In 
Eastern Brasil and in the phuit la 
estimated at. $3Qm. 

Brazil has not signed the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation ' Treaty, and 
agreement with West Germany 
—which will enable it to build five 
plants a year by 1990—has come 
under strong criticism from the U.S.

But in the last few days some 
people have returned to their apart¬ 
ments wwh courtyards, signs of 
life have returned to the lower 
floors of some residential blocks. 

The end of the Peking alert will 
be most welcome to foreign emr 
baasies and missions here. Most 
diplomatic dependants had been 
evacuated to Hong Kong or Tokyo. 

A spokesman said the situation 
around' Tanghan, the city of Lfi 
million near Pelting that was de¬ 
vastated by the July 28 quake, had 
eased. But he added that there was 
still the possibility of' a further 
shock there. 

“The general tendency is that 
after-shock activities are diminish¬ 
ing but there will be hpa and 
downs’ in the process and there 
may be a fairly strong after-shock,” 
he said.

POINTE-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe. — 
More than 30,000 residents of this 
Caribbean island were ordered to 
leave their homes on Saturday as 
the La Soufriere volcano trembled 
and spewed forth ashes and steam. 

The administrator of the French 
island ordered the evacuation of 
Basse Terre, Guadeloupe's second- 
largest town. Police patrolled the 
town’s abandoned streets to prevent 
looting as steam and ashes belched 
from a huge crack 500 metres below 
the cone of the volcano.

GOP—COMING HOME TO DIE? 


By ROBERT H. REID 
NEW YORK. — As Republicans 
gather in Kansas City today to 
begin nominating a candidate for 
president, many observers axe won¬ 
dering whether the party will sur¬ 
vive the election as a viable force 
in American politics. 

A national television commentator, 
noting that the party was holding 
Its convention In toe Midwest where 
it was born a century ago, wondered 
whether it was coming home to die. 

The Republicans have held the 
White House tor 16 of the last 24 
years, -but have steadily lost 
strength among the youth, hi Con¬ 
gress and in state governments 
throughout the country. 

.“The New York Times," in an 


editorial on Sunday, said there were 
signs that the Republican Party 
“may soon be faced with the pro- 
blem of sheer survival as a credible 
party.” 

According to national polls, only 
about 20 per cent of US. voters 
consider themselves Republicans, 
compared with, more than 40 per 
cent who call themselves Democrats. 

A half century ago, the Repub¬ 
licans commanded the allegiance of 
about 40 per cent of the voters. 

Many voters who helped elect 
Republicans Dwight Eisenhower and 
Richard'Nixon to the presidency re¬ 
mained registered Democrats and 
supported Democratic candidates in 
state and local elections. 

Of the 100 UjS. Senators, only 38 


are Republicans, while the party 
holds 145 of toe 495 seats in the 
House of Representatives. 

And of the 50 UB. states, only 
13 have Republican governors, and 
many of these are dominated by 
Democratlcalty-controlfed state leg¬ 
islatures. 

The outlook for toe November 
elections is also gloomy. Both the 
Harris and Gallup polls indicate 
Democratic presidential nominee 
Jimmy Carter would win handily 
against either -Ford or Reagan. The 
latest Gallup poll showed Carter 
leading Ford by 62 per cent to 29 
per cent. 

One poll also indicated that near¬ 
ly a third of the Republicans may 
stay home on election day if their

250-year-old Hague synagogue reopens

To mark the reopening of the syn¬ 
agogue, on Illustrated booklet has 
been produced, printed by the 
Netherlands Government Press, 
with the title "The Temple of 
Solomon."

Gffenberg, a non-Jew who Is one of 
the keepers of the Bibliotheca 
RoacnthaHana.lt deals with th e once 
famous Jacob Judah Leon (1602-95) , 
surnamed “Templo," because be 
wrote a book on the Temple of 
Solomon and built a wooden model of 
It, which be exhibited in manyplacea. 
The model vanished after Ms death 
and then turned up again almost a 
-century later In 1771 and was 
exhibited In The Hague. After that. It 
was lost again. Maybe the current 
exhibition on -the Temple of Solomon 
will help lead to its rediscovery.

Women win have to seise the 
economic and political power of the 
nation — Japan in the first place, 
perhaps, and then spreading to 
engull the world. In most countries, 
Ms Enoki feels, female voters out¬ 
number males and can easily elect 
an alT-woman parliament. 

Will marriage and child-bearing 
■till exist in the new world? "There 
will be a variety of styles. A woman 
Gould have one or several husbands, 
and vice versa. Of course, there will 
be child-bearing; but birth control 
will be freely available to allow 
women to avoid becoming enslaved. 
And after the baby Is born the 
government will raise It—unless the 
parents Insist on keeping It — sojthg 
woman wUl not be In the weak posi¬ 
tion she Is in now because of family 
responsibilities. Men will also be 
taught how to care for the babies." 

AT FIRST SIGHT this polygamous 
marriage proposal seems to conflict 
with the Pink Panthers' crusade 
against philandering husbands. 

Ms Enoki has a ready explanation; 
"We are not against philandering on 
moral grounds. But the fact Is that 
It’s usually the men who take the in¬ 
itiative i n extra-marit al affairs.- 
Women are usually 'too weak. 1 
economically to be able to support 
lovers. Our battle Is against this 
basic inequality." 

Over a thousand men reportedly , 
have come back into line after the 
Panthers uncovered their secret sex- j 
ual liaisons. Few sections of the 
male community have escaped un¬ 
scathed, says the Japanese beauty, 
adding darkly: “We've also had a 
few complaints about foreign jour¬ 
nalists." 

Politicians are next In line for the 
treatment, with a leading but as yet 
unnamed member of parliament and 
his mistress shortly to be invited to 
appear before a Panther public 
“court ofJnquiry.'’ __ 

So far, Ms Enoki reports, about 
5,000 women have expressed an in¬ 
terest in propagating the new Ub 
religion. 

A major problem will be gaining 
official recognition, for the govern¬ 
ment does not acknowledge the ex¬ 
istence of a religion unless it has 
rituals and earthly property. But the 
all-female government she expects 
to see in Japan within 80 years will 
dispense with that problem. (Ofns) 


THE ISRAELI school system 1* 
loosening up. It is breaking down the 
authoritarian, frontally taught, read- 
a-ebapter-and-answer-the •ques¬ 
tion* approach. Before the new 
school year starts, we can take stock 
of these developments in education. 
In the primary grades, the approach 
has become more concrete cud 
Individual-oriented. And now, aa 
another step in thla direction, "open 
schools" have begun to appear 
around the country. And they are 
emerging not as peripheral ex¬ 
periments of a few avant-garde 
parents, but in the mainstream of 
Israeli education. 

The Experimental School of 
Jerusalem, for example, which was 
recently in the news because of its 
struggle with the Jerusalem Depart¬ 
ment of Education for more suitable 
facilities, is an example of a 
successfully integrated elementary 
and Junior high school. This school, 
which meets tn Mahane Yehuda (not 
to he confused with the Jerusalem 
Experimental High School in Lifts) 
Is not private, but supported by the 
Ministry of Education. When the 
fledgling community of Tunis was 
deciding on which form Its future 
school would take, it investigated the 
school la Mahane Yehuda as a possi¬ 
ble model. The elementary school in 
Dlmona has adopted many open 
school practices. There Is an open 
school connected with Haifa Univer¬ 
sity Department of Education, 
another in the Savyon area. All arc 
flourishing and attracting more and 
more students. 

Eschewing the more radical forms 
of open education, open schools In 
Israel'require that the child study 
certain baric subjects such as Eng¬ 
lish, Math and Hebrew. Openness, 
then, manifests itself in a greater 
choice of subjects, greater emphasis 
on projects and Independent work, 
the elimination of marks and report 
cards, greater reliance on inner 
motivation and the teacher's ability 
to stimulate the c bUd's interest. 

On the rainy, winter day X first 
visited the Mahane Yehuda open 
school, third and fourth graders 
were working on a “Bible 
newspaper,** some were playing 
Hebrew scrabble, one boy was 
hammering away fixing a broken 
blackboard, and fifth graders were 
studying different topics In science. 
Yool, preparing for a report, read 
about grasshoppers, while Avi. a 
serious and bespectacled 1 5-year-old, 
delivered a detailed technical report 
on apace ships and astronauts. Not 
everyone was expected to learn the 
same material. A small group of- 
students sat with the teacher 
listening to Avi. The teacher, after 
Avi'a report, tried to alert him to the 
human dimensions of the subject: 
"How does the space experience 
affect the astronaut's health, his 
views on religion?” 

During the break, enthusiastic 
eighth and ninth graders crowded 
around me In the courtyard of the 
cold, damp school, anxious to em¬ 
press their philosophies of educa¬ 
tion. "The teachers are our friends 
here. There’s no reason to fight 
them," said a recent transfer from 
another school. “There are no marks 
so we don't have to cheat," an'ex¬ 
uberant youngster broke in. These 
junior high schoolers talked about 
projects on immigration absorption, 
and baby development. One girl was 
writing her own book of hali2 Instruc¬ 
tion, another boy was learning 
calculus. There were as many 
-educational activities ns' there are 
human Interests and Inclinations. 
Older pupil? anxious to participate in 
the “real, adult world," can also do 
volunteer work nice a week. There 
were students who worked with the 
Uind, the retarded and deaf. Some of 
the boys accompanied ambulances. 

A few girls were teacher’s helpers. 

All this is an Indication of how well 
the open school is integrated into the

The ‘open schools’- 
between freedom 
and framework

Israeli reality, dispelling the doubts 
of those who see this form of educa¬ 
tion as alien to the Israeli scene and 
merely an Imitation of America. 

Open education Is appropriate for 
Israel, say many educators. Israelis 
no less than o thers in Western coun¬ 
tries, Uve In a relativistic, man-centred 
age, aware of the easy obsolescence 
of knowledge. They accept the 
assumptions upon which open educa¬ 
tion is based and do not. on the whole. 


believe in absolutes that must be 
learned nor in. a teacher-student 
relationship based, on authority 
externally Imposed demands. Most 
would probably agree with XtaJ 
Evron, co-principal of the Jerusalem 
Experimental School that "the 
child's interest should be at the cen¬ 
tre of the matter." 

In Jerusalem, the au¬ 
thenticity of the open school is 
also borne out by its effectiveness in

listener from bemoaning the ruins of 
the Great City to redemption of our 
sins and the rebuilding of Zion. Seter 
is very compelling when painting 
woe and desolation, but less 
successful In trying to break through 
to joy and exaltation. His Introvert 
personality does not lend Itself to 
outgoing expression of these moods, 
and he is too honest to fake 
emotional exhilaration through 
technical means bereft of toner con¬ 
viction. 

Gary Berttol's tense and dedicated 
direction produced a performance of 
extreme perspicacity and total iden¬ 
tity with the composer’s intention. 
Bertini has, X think, premiered near¬ 
ly all of Seter’s scores during the last 
two decades. This work left the 
audience stunned and deeply im¬ 
pressed. 

The choral sound, at long last 
came across as ft should — the 


choristers standing on deep tiers so 
their voices could ring out clearly 
over and above the orchestra. I 
sincerely hope that this example will 
be followed by other conductors. 

Mozart's “Davidde Pcnitente” is 
quite rightly neglected — it is an un¬ 
satisfying concoction of heavenly 
music, mostly written for the Mass 
in C Minor, and a completely un¬ 
suitable text, probably by Lorenzo 
da Ponte, with the addition of 
bravura arias to give two sopranos a 


integrating different populations. 
Forty per cent of the children come 
from poor neighbourhoods. In the 
lower grades, the experiential ap¬ 
proach of the school helps these 
children “catch up" on experiences 
usually Closed to them. It helps con¬ 
cretize concepts that are otherwise 
alien. “A trip to the Ailcnby Bridge 
will do more to explain the "Open 
Bridges" policy than an abstract dis¬ 
cussion on the topic," claims one of 
the teachers. “No lesson in market 
economy will teach as much as a trip 
to the TnuvA market." says another, 
important for all children, this ap¬ 
proach la particularly important for 
expanding the concepts of the 
culturally deprived and making 
what they learn relevant to their 
lives. 

At the higher levels, working with 
the culturally deprived becomes 
more complicated. Having fewer 
resources to fall back upon, the 
culturally deprived child frequently 
finds it difficult to be self-motivated 
and creative. Thus It is important 
that a rich variety of options be open 
for him to express himself. One of 
the serious problems with the Ex¬ 
perimental School in Mahane Ye¬ 
huda is that it lacks facilities and 
equipment for crafts and vocational 
workshops to allow the child so in¬ 
clined to express himself In a 
manual way. Recently, 
arrangements have been made for 
some of the older children to study 
mechanics at CRT once a week. 

Avi, a somewhat surly ninth 
grader from Katamon, also pointed 
out some of the advantages of the 
open school not measurable to 
academic terms. First, there Is the 
relationship between students and 
teachers which avoids the alienation 
the culturally deprived so often feel 
in other schools. 

“I can always talk to my teachers 
here." says Avi. "Moreover, I help 
them with the younger children,” he 
said, explaining proudly that he had 
just finished making a cardboard Bi¬ 
ble quiz game for one of the lower 
grades. The easier, more natural 
relationship between children of 
different age groups, as well as the 
opcn,talk-it-oui discus&ms among 
his own classmates were what Avi* 
saw as the real advantages of the 
school. 

Nevertheless, there Is the problem 
of motivating the child to work when 
there are no externally imposed 
demands, no tests, no marks. A child 
will learn what he is naturally in¬ 
terested in. But will he expose 
himself to new subjects? A good 
teacher might stimulate him to 
learn, but that is true In the 
traditional school as well. The 
teacher attracted to the open school 
is frequently more devoted, more ex¬ 
cited about her work. The assump¬ 
tion is that natural curiosity drives 
the pupil to learn. But is that enough 
to bring the child to the self- • 
discipline necessary for real study?" 

One serious boy stomped out of a 
classroom, angry at the disinterest 
of his classmates. He complained 
that the pupils “don't give anyone a 
chance unless he dangles a toy in 
front of them." Yet this young man 
said he would not give up the open 
school for the traditional one he 
came from. Moreover, these same 
youngsters that he complained about 
exhibited devotion and self-, 
discipline throughout the year by 
coming to school at 6:30 once a week 
to participate in a special Talmud 
class created at their request. 

Also, each'chfid is different. SonriT 
flourish .with greater igpedom while 
others need a more 'structured 
situation." “The really open school" 
says one mother, “is the one that 
knows how to make demands of the . 
child when necessary.” Aware of 
this, the open schools in Israel are 
constantly experimenting with the 
right balance between freedom and 
framework.

Partition for Lebanon? 

THE FALL of Tel el-Zaatar, a one-time Pales tinian refugee 
camp on the outskirts of Beirut, long ago turned into a FLO 
fortress, may have given real impetus to moves for the par¬ 
titioning of Lebanon into separate Christian and M os l e m 
states, or at least cantons. 

If partition, in whatever guise, were to follow the FLO'S 
defeat. It would only be the latest paradox in a war shot 
through with paradoxes. For the original avowed purpose of 
the assault launched sixteen months ago by the Palestinian- 
leftist allianc e against the Christians was precisely to save 
Lebanon's unity from the sectional and religions divisions 
which were supposedly splitting it asunder. The practical 
effect of the attackers’ victory would, of course, have been 
to the Moslem leftists the wholly dominant element 

in a wholly reshaped Lebanon, with the PLO as an indepen¬ 
dent sovereign power within the country. 

•The Christian response to that challenge included the 
warning that a territorial partitio n i n g of Leba non might be 
the only result if the traditional rights of the respective es¬ 
tablished c ommunit ies were to be completely overturned. In 
the flush of their first military successes, JunUatt and Arafat 
made light of the threat, except to put forward the absurd 
charge that it reflected a Zionist-imperialist plot to rob 
Lebanon of its independence. 

The Syrians, however, appeared to take the threat seriously. 
In any esse, when they began to stage t heir infiltratio n , first 
hesitant and then blatant, into Lebanon earlier this year, 
they gave their as being dual: to thwart a wholesale 
takeover of the country by the FLO-leftist al li anc e, and to 
prevent Lebanon from being partitioned. 

The success of the Syrians in achieving their first aim 
may, paradoxically, lead to the failure of the second. The 
leaders of the alliance did not see the writing on the wall 
with the entry of. the Syrians, and would not accept terms 
that fell short of the total surrender of their Christian op¬ 
ponents. Successive cease-fires were violated, and the Damascus 
agreement, even, was disregarded. Tel el-Zaatar, though doomed 
from the start, was made into a symbol of the FLO'S intran¬ 
sigence and obduracy. 

Now that this terrorist enclave has been eliminated, it should 
not come as< a surprise that Christian leaders are be ginning 
to talk openly of Lebanon's partition as the only long-range 
solution. Thus the Phalangist leader Pierre Jemayyel has 
already declared that the country's partition is now "a reality"; 
although he is prepared to consider a federal structure under 
which Mosl ems and Christians would have their respective 
regions. 

Quite possibly Jemayyel is bluffing. To be effective, outright 
partition would require the transfer of numerous Christian 
villages from the Moslem areas, which would be hard and 
nn pnlfltghTp A Shift Of Moslem villages, would niwiilari y be 
necessary; and, moreover, the moderate Moslem leaders, who 
are the Christians’ natural allies, are not likely to view 
favourably an arrangement which leaves their own territories 
under the control of the FLO and the leftists. 

Lastly it is difficult to see the Syrians agreeing to any 
proposal that goes beyond the mildest regional autonomy 
in a unified Lebanon — subject to their power, erf course. But 
Jemayyel and his colleagues, bargaining as they now can 
from a position of strength, may be expected to play the 
partition card for all it is worth to attain their political goals. 
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DAVAB (Hlstadrut) comments on. 
the demands of the members of 
Israel's nursing profession for 
higher pay and better conditions. 
The demands are widely supported 
by the public, the paper says, but the 
problem is that under the prevailing 
^negotiating system, a positive 
response to the nurses’ demands will 
lead to a chain reaction from 
members of associated professions. 
The paper says the solution lies in 
making a distinction between 
hospital nurses, who work shifts, 
Sabbaths and holidays, and other 
nurses. It will then be possible to 
^eetUddeof the justified demands of 
■the former. 

BATZOFEB (National Religious 
Party) notes that yesterday waa the 
4Tth anniversary of the massacre of 
the Jewish community In Hebron. 
The paper wonders why the Govern¬ 
ment has not yet seen fit to restore 
the original Jewish quarter in that 
city. It goes on to praise the settlers 
In Kiryat Arba, the new Jewish

Cooling the trade 
union hotheads

IN THE NUMBER of workdays lost 
in the- civil service through strikes, 
per thousand workers, Israel has the 
distinction of being in second 
place. Hlstadrut Secretary-General 
Teruh&m Meshel attributes this to 
the "strait jacket at uniformity Im¬ 
posed by the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission" on employees of the 
government and other public bodies. 

; "Professionally, a doctor has 
nothing in common with a filing 
clerk," Meshel says. "But the Civil 
Sendee Commissioner would strong¬ 
ly object to bringing the salary of & 
government-employed doctor In line 
with the pay .prevailing in the profes¬ 
sion for fear that the fifing clerks 
would go on strike — in order to 
maintain the time-honoured linkage 
of the salaries of various types of 
civil servants to one another/' 

This state of affairs is "absurd," 
Meshel declares. 



If labour relations la industry are 
more peaceful, It is not because of a 
highly- developed sense of national 
responsibility among employees In 
the private sector. 

"We know, certainly, that In many 
cases workers obtained better con¬ 
ditions than the maximum increase 
agreed upon between the Hlstadrut 
and the employers." 

• Tbe Hlstadrut would object to such 
special arrangements only when tbe 
-national Interest was at stake. 

“If salaried persons want to enjoy 
the fruits of their labour, they must 
show concern for the stability and 
prosperity of the national economy. 
Workers are the first to suffer in an 
ailing economy." 

What can be done to moderate tbe 
hotheads on works committees? 

To accomplish that, Meshel says, 
the Hlsta drut needs some con¬ 
stitutional changes “Built into Its 
'fabric. The draft has already been, 
approved in principle by the Central 
Committee, but It must be endorsed 
by the Executive, and ultimately by 
the Hlstadrut Council, in order to 
become operative. 

- “I'll do my best to speed up 
proc eedings. The changes must be

sighted people, to judge from a 
scheme recently launched by Lon¬ 
don’s Homlman Museum. 

. According to the Horniman’s 
Senior Teacher, Mary Mellon, If 
blind people can handle the objects, 
they can learn about them in just the 
same way as people who can see. 
-Lectures have been given to a group 
of blind people on a range of subjects 
— the North American Indians, 
Eskimos, Imperial China, m a sks , 
ethnic musical instruments and 
Australian Aborigines. i 

Each lecture is Illustrated by ob- : 
jects passed around for tbe visitors 
*to handle. They are specially 
selected for their texture and feel, so 
that by touching them the blind can 1 
discover the delicate artwork and- 
craft manshlp that went into, .their 
making. Said Mary Mellors In a 
BBC programme, "We sit round the 
table and I put on ita selection of ob¬ 
jects depending on what I'm talking 
about. If Lt’a Australian Aborigines 
the table’s covered with 
boomerangs, spears and shields. 
And as I talk about the life of the 
aborigines I pass the things around, 
and the blind visitors can feel what 
I’m talking about" 

Perhaps tbe most popular lecture 
has been an musical instruments 
from all parts of the world. The 1 
strange sounds e m anating from 
•some of them were an obvious 
delight. Among the instruments 
were an African lyre made from 
lizard, skin stretched over the shell of 
a gourd: & Sanaa — a decorated box 
to which are affixed tongues made cs 
spilt cane which are flicke d with the 
thumbs; a wooden xvlophono, and a 1 
large number of wind instruments. 


among them a Chinese bamboo flute, 
a shepherd’s pipe and a conch 
shell which is blown and is very tac¬ 
tile for a blind person. 

Perhaps the Rubin Academy,, 
which has a museum of musical in¬ 
struments, might follow the Hor- 
Triman Museum's lead. 

* * 

AMONG the many foreign 
dignitaries who have recently visited 
our region was the Catholic Bishop of 
Memphis, Term., Carrol T. Poster, a 
long-time critic of the Vietnam war 
and an Advocate of world peace. In 
an interview with "Common Sense,” 
the Memphis diocesan dally, he 
revealed much qpmmon sense. 

"There will be no solution to the 
Arab-Israell problem,” Bishop 
Dorter declared, "until 'outside in¬ 
fluences' remove themselves. There 
must be good faith negotiating on 
both sides without the Interference j 
or muddying of the waters by outside 
influences... Everybody's advice 
just complicates the matters. The 
Arabs and Jews have-to sit down and 
bammer out a solution of their own." 
The Bishop wants Israel to live 
within secure borders and warns 
that the "Palestinian question will 
not go away. It Is exploited now by 
whoever buys arms for terrorists.” 

Noting what Israel has done to 
“turn a barren earth Into a flowering 
garden,” the Bishop adds; “Today 
you can look across Jerusalem and 
dream about what would come to be 
If that money used to buy arms was 
used to buy desalination and fer¬ 
tilizers.” If not in the great capitals 
of tbe world, then at least in 
Memphis, Term, common sense ex¬ 
ists. 
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effected soon. No longer than a 
.year/* Meshel promises. 

THE MAIN FEATURE, of the 
reform is that a strike would have to 
be supported by the majority of the 
employees of a plant to come Into 
effect. No longer will a small 
pressure group be able to push 
forward with its demands, ignoring 
the Interests of the rest 'of' its 
colleagues. 

"But if a clear majority of the 
w orke r s does decide on a strike, the 
Hlstadrut should back it, even if the 
derision Is not in accord with the 
better judgement of tbe central 
bodies,” Meshel declares. 

Ibere Is some opposition to the 
latter clause, he admits, some of Us 
colleagues Insisting tbe Hlstadrut 
must have tbe last word. His answer 
'to them is that the Bstadnit would 
not be fulfilling Its mission If it did, 
not accept the verdict of the people it 
is called to protect* 

The idea that a general meeting of. 
the workers should decide, by secret 
ballot, whether to strike or not is 
hardly . new. Yosef Alxnogi, then 
Minister of Labour, pleaded for this 
with the then aearetarj-general of. 
the wi«ta^rnt r Yitzhak Ben- Aharon, 
but he failed. 

The reasoning behind the proposal 
is that a voluntary organisation 1 
democratically run Is best controlled 
from within by a consensus of- the. 
largest possible body of individuals; ‘ 
For this principle to work, ho wever* 
file reform must bis accompanied by 
a thorough change in tbe status of 
the workers* committees, Mr. 
Meshel argues. 

Mechel's revolutionary plan would 
have the employees of a plant chose 
one single committee to represent 
them for a period of three years. 
Guarantees would be built In to 
assure that no power group takes 
over the direction of affairs. Thus, 
provision would be made to ensure 
that a firm's clerical workers, 
mechanics, drivers, engineers, etc., 
are all given their rightful place on 
one committee. 

THE REFORM goes, deeper, 
however. The shop stewards would 
not >i«"dia financial matters. These 
would be entrusted Into a different 
group of representatives, also 
chosen for a three-year period. 
Finally, a control committee would 
also be elected by the workers, with 
p owers to supervise the dealings of 
both the shop stewards and the 
finance committee. 

• Such a system, Mr. Meshel feels, 
could bring responsible persons to' 
the top, who would serve as a link 
between the Hlstadrut and the 
workers. Tbe Hlstadrut, for Its part,' 
would give committee members the 
opportunity to acquire the ed u cation 
necessary for their post. 

Full-fledged colleges will be es¬ 
tablished, following a- curriculum 
worked out by Prof. Ezra JZohar. 
Grades will be lamed. And a worker 
elected to one of tbe committees will' 
have to produce his college cer-, 
tiffcate If he wants to lead his, 
colleagues.

ONE OF George Bernard Shaw's 
last plays was called "John Bull’s 
Other Island.” which dealt with the 
perennial Irish problem of the 
British. Decades later, it appear* to 
be less solvable than before, as not a 
.day passes without terrorist acts and 
killings taking place In Ireland. 

People gaze In horror here ns the 
TV screen shows the remains of a 
young British soldier shot in the 
stomach by a terrorist sniper. Tbe 
sense of outrage mounts at toe news 
that a Northern Irish MP and Mb 
family escaped serious injury at the 
hands of a mob of teenagers only 
because he had a r e v o lv er handy. 

This attack waa preceded by a 
rabble-rousing speech by Mrs. Malre 
Dr umm , Acting 'President of Sinn 
Fein, toe political wing of the IRA# 
when she threatened: "We shall pull 
Belfast down stone by atone." She 
added that that went for'tbe rest of 
Britain, too. 

Mrs. Drumm has a reputation for 
vituperation which- is impressive.
